Bucks Cited 
For Sewage, 
WaterPlans 


HARRISBURG (UPI)— State Health Secre­ 
tary Dr. Charles L. Wilbar has commended Bucks 
County for developing a master plan for future 
sewage and water needs. 


He said other fast-growing counties should 
imitate Bucks because water supply and sewage 
treatment facilities are developments “that must 
be planned and started now if urbanized coun­ 
ties are to keep pace with present and future 
needs. 


Wilbar said Bucks County's present popula­ 
tion of 197.000 is expected to more than double 
by 1980 and reach 670.000 by the year 2010. 


Regional Basis 


The $60,000 survey, completed last fall, rec- 
mends that the county’s water and sewage prob­ 
lems be attacked on a regional basis using topo­ 
graphical rather than political boundary lines. 


The county commissioners appointed a 12- 
man commisssion which has begun to study ways 
of putting the master plan into action. The state 
health department paid half of the survey cost. 


The county water and sewer commission will 
hold its next meeting Wednesday, Feb. 15 with 
I 
reports on specific problems it has studied. On 
the same day the Bucks County Township Offi­ 
cials Asssociation will conduct a panel discussion 
on the master plan.

Q. A friend nf mine says she 
tout all her storks in the 1929 
market crash, because she did 
ft«t have the money to "cover." 
She says that, in order to keep 
the $1,000 worth nf stocks she 
had purchased, she would have 
to put up another $1,000. Can't 
v#u just huv stocks and hold 
them, without having to put up 
more and more all the time? 


A 
Certainly, you can. All you 
have to do is pay for the stocks 
you buy. Once you have paid the 
full 
purchase price ot 
stocks, 
they’re yours to keep as long as 
\ou like. You don’t have to pul 
up more cash. 
<We are assuming here that the 
stocks you buy are marked "ful­ 
ly paid and non-assessahle ” The 
vast majority of stocks have that 
provision, > 
Your friend didn't tell you her 
whole story. It’s clear that she 
was caught up in the wild specu­ 
lation of the late 1920s. She bought 
stocks on margin. 
When you buy stocks on margin, 
you put down only part of the pur­ 
chase price. You borrow the rest 
through your broker. If the stock! 
falls in price, your investment is 
the first thing to go. Your broker 
ean call on you to put up more 
collateral. If you don't “ cover" 
that margin call by putting up ad­ 
ditional collateral, the broker can 
sell the stocks in your account. 
Back in the '20s, it was possible 
to buy stocks on margin of 10 
percent <sometimes even less1 by 
putting up only 10 per cent of the 
purchase price. So. it didn't take 
much of a drop in price to result 
in a margin call. 
That was one of the big causes 
of th^ '29 crash. Stocks fell in 
price. Brokers called on custom­ 
ers for more collateral for margin 
accounts. Many c u s t o m e r s , 
couldn't cover. The brokers sold 
the stocks in those margin ac­ 
counts. That sent stock prices 
lower, resulting in more margin 
calls 
and 
giving 
the 
downhill 
snowball a big push. 
The Federal Reserve Board nov 
requires 70 per cent margin. You 
have to put up 70 per cent of the 
purchase price. If you buy on 
margin, you won't be called on to 
put up additional collateral — 
unless the stocks in your margin 
account take a terrific slide in 
price. 


Q. I have some stock regis­ 
tered in my name. I would like 
to set up some kind of an ar­ 
rangement so that my children 
will get the dividends (payable 
to them! to finance their col­ 
lege educations. Then, after they 
finish college. 1 would like to get 
the stock hark — so that I can 
collect the dividends. Can some­ 
thing be worked out? 


A. 
You can probably have a 
trust sot up to accomplish what 
you have in mind. But don't ever 
try to set up a trust without 
competent legal adv ice.
